LONDON, MARCH 28— The French have captured 


a number of German prisoners and machine guns in the 
great battle of Picardy, the war office announced today. 


This was the first time that the allies have claimed 


the capture o f prisoners and war materials since the fight- 
ina began a week ago today, and it strongly indicated 
that the allied counter offensive is finally under way and 
gathering momentum. 


Heavy fighting continues over the greater part of the 


front. The battle is extending northward. 


The Germans began a heavy bombardment east of 


Arras and at the time Field Marshal Haig reported to the 
war office, an attack was developing. 
"Severe fighting continued on Wednesday and last 


night on both sides of the Somme river and northward 
from Albert towards Moyellen," the official announce- 


"Along the Somme valley and in the sectors of Beau- 


mont, Hamel Prusieux and Moyennville, the Germans 
made repeated assaults, all of which were repulsed.

WASHINGTON, MARCH 28—The allied offensive 


is well under way and most important news is expected 
from the battle front in Picardy within the next twenty- 
four hours, war department officials declared today. 


The counter offensive will be the sharpest blow that 


the entente has attempted. It is understood that no less 
than 100,000 American troops will participate m this 
movement which probably will take the form of a rolling 
up movement. According to the latest information reach- 
ing Washington the allies have placed 800,000 fresh troops 
along the Picardy front. It is these men who will be sent 
against the Germans in a sweeping movement which is 
expected to turn the tide of battle in favor of the Amer 
ican-Anglo-French forces. 
The general staff is watching the impending battle 


with the deepest interest. The very fact that, for the first 
time in the war, officers were willing to admit that the 
American army was to be represented m a battle move- 
ment by a large force was considered very significant. 
The figures mentioned by the officers who would discuss 
the outlook—100.000—was a real surprise as it had not 
been believed that General Pershing would be able to 
spare sojarge ajmmbejr.

in control. He took occasion 1<> point out t h a t , there is no le-al war- 
rant for that.

Tho judge was doubtless ri'Jit, as a'nyune can c-asily see for him- 


self by examining' the records. The president was empowered by eon-; 
gress'to take possession of the railroads and operate them "thru the j 
secretary of war," as he. himself .stated in his railroad proclamation ; 
last December, preliminary to taking over the mads. That procla- 
mation was signed by President Wilson and Secretary Hake,-. Sub- 
sequently the president, appointed Secretary .McAdoo as director <--''ii- 
eral of railroads, with Secretary 'Baker's approval. 


The judicial opinion, then, while strictly correct, is nothing more 


than, an inicresting- technicality which the government seems to have 
duly recognized, tho it has escaped Ihe public. The boss of the rail- 
roads, technically., is the secretary of war. Secretary Maker is con- 
structively operating them himself, as an adjunct to his military es- 
tablishment. Secretary McAdoo is working for him, managing the j 
railroads as a sort of side issue. The fact that McAdoo is also sec-1 
retary of tho trensiiry has mi thing, apparently, to do with the matter.;

suiting fortune who should be blamed, but the monopolistic privde:;e, 
and those responsible for its existence. 
When a protective tariff en-, 


ables a favored manufacturer to extort unfair profits from his count ry-< 
men, a wrong is done, not by the mauufaeTurer. but by !he Congress-; 
men and voters who uphold the t a r i l l . 


When landowners forestall labor and conscript a share of t h e ' 


earnings of others in return for permission <o let thes.- others work, 
society has just -rounds for .-omplaim. ayainst the institution of html 
monopoly, and n-ainst those who oppose its abolition, but unless the 
benellcinry happens to be one of th.- l a t t e r , as lie "Hen is, it has no 
score to settle with him. 


If the National City Bank wants to bring about better tedin.u : 


toward possessors of wealth, it should devote more a t t e n t i o n to re- 
form in methods of getting w e a l t h , a,id b ss to how it may be spent.;
